In certain of the petroleum produc­ 
ing districts It becomes necessary som e­ 
times in opening an oil well—som etimes 
when the well has become clogged or 
apparently ex hausted —to begin or re­ 
new the flow by exploding nitroglyc­ 
erin at the bottom of the well. 
This 
explosive is employed because it is e x ­ 
plodes readily by the dropping of a 
weight upon it. 
A m an w ho carries 
nitroglycerin from well to well for this 
purpose is know n In the oil regions as 
a “shooter.” 
The shooter has a wagon in which to 
carry his explosive. 
A sq u are box un 
der th e sent Is carefully padded, and 
when it has been solidly filled with 
cans of nitroglycerin, which is a mo 
lasscs-like fluid, ho fastens dow n the 
cover and drives slowly aw ay to the 
well th a t he Is to shoot. 
Usually he 
m akes the trip very early In th e m orn­ 
ing to avoid the custom ary travel and 
so dim inish th e chance of danger. 
F o r the m ost part the roads are bud. 
and the wagon jolts along In a w ay to 
Blake any one but an old shooter de­ 
cidedly nervous. 
If it is d ark there 
is g reat dan ger th at a wheel may drop 
Into a hole with force enough to deto­ 
nate the explosive. 
Several wagons 
bearing shooters and their loads have 
been blown up. but no one ever lived 
to tell w hat sort of ja r caused the ex­ 
plosion.

Merely in order to prevent th e lion 
from tearing me to pieces w ith his 
claws, m ittens w ere to be placed on 
his feet and a muzzle over his head. 
This lion. I m ust tell you. w as a p a r­

and 
only

week before had enjoyed a dish th at 
was not on the m enu—his keeper. 
Well, the en gagem en t w as accord­ 
ingly m ade and "A Lion Fight w ith 
S andow " widely advertised. 
T he a n ­ 
nouncem ent. I nm told, sent a thrill 
through th e cities for a h u n d red miles 
round, and in order to be equipped for 
a perform ance w hich w ould be found 
to a ttra c t hun dreds of thousands of 
people I decided to rehearse my fight 
w ith the lion beforehand. 
I had it in my mind th a t the effect 
of m ltten ing and m uzzling th e beast 
might l)o to put him off the fight by 
frightening him. and, 
realizing how 
foolish I should ap p ear facing a lion 
that would not fight, I w as desirous 
of m aking certain th at this should not 
be tin* case.
